Auditor on Trial in Voucher Case 
Tells of Entertaining in Salt 
Lake City. — 


TURNED IN $201.21 BILL 


Judge in Jefferson City Again 
Overrules Motion to Quash 
Proceedings.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 23.—John P. 


Gordon, State Auditor, testified before 
the jury in the Circuit Court here to- 
Gay, that he entertained the auditors 
from other states when at the National 
State Auditors’ Convention in Salt Lake 
City at the expense of the State of Mis- 
souri, and had a good time generally, 
all of which was paid for out of his of- 
ficial contingent fund, appropriated to 
pay the contingent running expenses of 
his office. 


Gordon is being tried on the charge of 
having issued an illegal warrant for 
$201.21 against the State Treasury to 
pay the expenses of his trip to Salt 
Lake City to attend the annual conven- 
tion of State Auditors. A motion to 
quash filed by Gordon's attorneys was 
overruled yesterday, and Judge Slate 
overruled a demurrer from the same 
source this morning. The jury was se- 
lected and the case went to trial. 


Main Issue in Case. 
The main issue in the case is wheth- 


er Auditor Gordon’s attendance on the 
national convention of State Auditors 
was a part of his official duties, and 
therefore, whether the expense should 
be charged to the State Treasury. 

In the information filed against the 
Auditor for issuing the warrant, Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Peters charges that 
there is no legal basis for such a 
charge. 

Willard King, chief clerk in the Aud- 
fior’s office and brother-in-law of Mor- 
ris Gordon, the auditor's son, and John 
Russell, dhief clerk in the treasurer's of- 
fice, were placed on the stand to prove 
the issuance of the warrant. 

Auditor Gordon was the first witness 
placed on the stand by the defense. 

Although Gordon testified that he was 
in Salt Lake City only five days and 
that the convention lasted only three 
days, he declared the item of $82.50 which 
he listed in his expense account as “‘hotel 
expenses in Salt Lake City’ was cor- 
— 

Prosecuting Attorney Peters had ob- 
tained an itemized statement of the 
amount paid the Hotel Utah, where 
Gordon stopped during the five days, on 
the day of his departure. 

Discerapney in Hotel Bills. 

The amount was $17,60. Peters 
asked Gordon if the amount was cor- 
rect. Gordon admitted that it prob- 
ably was right. Peters asked him if 
that dij not represent his bill for 
room rent, cafe service, telegrams 
and laundry. Gordon replied that it 
did. 

Peters asked him if he had not 
rented a room for $2.50 a day. Gor- 
don admitted that he had. 

Peters asked several questions in an 
attempt to draw from Gordon an ex- 
planation of the difference between the 
$17.60 he paid the hotel on leaving and 
the $82.50 which he collected from the 
State for hotel expenses. 

Gordon said that he did not take all 
of his meals at the Hotel Utah. 

Besides a hotel bil! of $82.50 in Salt 
Lake City the expense account made 
out by Gordon and for which a war- 
rant was issued by him in favor of 
himself,’ contains an item of $28 for 
meals on train. 

“Had a Good Time Generally.” 

Referring to the Utah hotel bill again, 
Peters remarked again about the dif- 
‘ference between $17.60, the amount Gor- 
don paid the hotel, and $82.50, the 
amount he charged the State for ‘“‘hotel 
expenses.”’ 

“Did you entertain the other visiting 
Auditors?” the prosecution asked, ‘Yes, 
sir, sometimes,”” was the answer. 

“l suppose you were having a good 
time generally, during the time you 
spent there?” Peters asked. 

“Yes, about as good a time as you 
or many other people would have had, I 
guess,"’ the witness replied. 


$28 for Meals on the Way. 
Gordon said, on cross-examination, 


that the trip between Jefferson City and 
Salt Lake: City required two days each 
vuy. 

“If the trip then required four days,” 
said Peters,”” and you ate three meals a 
day and spent $28 for meals on the 
trains, your meals cost you about $2.25 
each, didn't they?” 

“I don't think they cost quite that 
much," Gordon replied. 

Peters then took up the question of 
how much time Gordon consumed on 
the trip. The expense account shows 
that he left Jefferson City on Aug. i11 
and did not return until Aug. 24. 

Gordon said he reached Salt Lake City 
on Aug. 17. Peters asked him what he 
did with time which elapsed between 
Aug. 11, when he left Jefferson City, 
and Aug. 17, when he reached Salt Lake 
City. - 

Gordon said that he spent one day 
each in Kansas City, Denver and Colo- 
rado Springs. He said that his ex-

They Get $35, but Fail to Open Safe 
and Escape After Patrolman 
Searches Place. 

Patrolman John Bohlen of the North 
Mar..et Street District had a burglar— 
perhaps two burglars—but didn’t know 
it until too late. At 11:30 last night he 
found the front door of William F. 
Kramme’s dry goods store, 306 North 

Eleventh street, ajar. 

He entered, switched on the lights, 
and made a search, then crossed tne 
street and telephoned to his station. 
When he returned, a few minutes later, 
the door was locked. 

Kramme, summoned from home, said 
$35 had been stolen from the cashier's 
desk and that an attempt had been made 
to open the safe.

Higher Court Rules as Grimm Ruled 
First and Reverses Case tw 
Initial Decision. 

The Court of Appeals today held that 
@ircuit Judge Grimm was in error in 
accusing himself of error in giving an 
instruction in the case of J. S. Hutton 
against the Lombardi Opera Co., upon 
which he granted a new trial. Hutton 
had sued for $217.80 due on a contract to 
act as defendant's advance agent in St. 
Louis for eight weeks beginning Dec. 21, 
1911. Because of unprofitable business 
here the services of the plaintiff were 
discontinued three weeks before the ex- 

piration of the contract. 

The jury found in favor of the de- 
fendant but Judge Grimm granted a new 
trial on the ground that he was wrong 
in giving an instruction that the de 
fendant had a right to end the contract. 
The defendant appealed. In directing 
tlat judgment be entered for the de- 
fense, the Appellate Court says that 
Judge Grimm correctly stated the rule 
of law in the instruction which was as- 
signed as error.

Government Prosecutor Declares 
Statutes Were Treated as if 
They Were Such. 


NAMES BOY-ED IN CHARGE 
Tells Jury He Can Prove That 
German Military Attache Di- 
rected Conspiracy Acts. 


By Associated Press. : 
NEW YORK, Nov... 23.—Capt. K. Boy- 
ed, German naval attache, was the di- 


recting head under whom was spent 


$750,000 in chartering and supplying neu- 
tral steamers with coal and provisions 
for German men-of-war, in the Atlantic 
and Pacific, in August, 1914, the Govern- 
ment formally charged—and asserted 
that it was prepared to prove the charge 
—in the opening today of the trial—on 
charges of conspiracy of Dr. Kar! 
Buenz, managing director of the Ham- 
burg-American Line, and three of hia 
subordinates. 

Roger B. Wood, assistant United States 
District Attorney, in charge of the prose- 
cution, in so declaring, asserted that 
the entire sum was spent under the per- 
sonal direction of Capt. Boy-ed and 
that from $500,000 to $600,000 of the 
amount was spent in San Francisco in 
chartering vessels and obtaining supplies 
for the German warship Leipsic and, 
perhaps, the Dresden. 

This, the Government charges, was 
part of:a conspiracy that extended from 
New York and Philadelphia to New Or- 
leans and San Francisco, in which Ger- 
man money was spent by the millions 
and in which the defendants were the 
leading characters. In the performance 
of this alleged conspiracy, Wood said, 
the defendants ‘‘rode rough-shod over 
the laws and treaties of the United 
States as contemptuously as if those 
laws and treaties had been mere scraps 
of paper.”’ 

Admission by Defense. 

William Rand, counsel for the de- 
fense, admitted that the defendants had 
chartered and supplied 12 ships which 
sailed from American ports for the relief 
of German men-of-war. In so doing. 
Rand asserted, the defendants acted 
upon .orders received by cable from Ger- 
many. 

“On or about Aug. 1, 1914,’’ Rand said, 
“Karl Buenz received directions by ca- 
ble from the home office in Hamburg 
to send ships laden with coal, provi- 
sions and supplies to various parts of 
the Atlantic, there to await for a rea- 
sonable time the possible appearance of 
yerman ships of war or merchantmen, 
to which, upon orders of their com- 
manders, the coal, provisions and sup- 
plies were to be delivered in such quan- 
tities as might be required. 

“Karl Buenz undertook to comply with 
these instructions and, with that end 
in view, issued the necessary orders to 
George Kotter and Adolph Hachmeis- 
ter—co-defendants—who obeyed them. 

“The Hamburg-American Line owned 
or chartered upon time charters a num- 
ber of steamships, bought coal, provi- 
#ions and supplies, which were loaded 
upon these steamships, and caused or 
attempted to cause these steamships to 
sail from the ports of Newport News, 
New York, Philadelphia, Pensacola and 
New Orleans with this object. 

“The sums so expended were from 
time to time supplied by the- home of- 
fice of the company in Hamburg by 
means of credit through banks and 
bankers in New Yerk City in favor of 
the Hamburg-American Line.” 

The 12 vessels enumerated 
wero the Thor, Berwind, 
Heina, Nepos, Mowinckle, 
merstead, Fram, Graecia, 
and Navarra. 

Dental of Conspiracy, 

Attorney Rand, in making admissions, 
denied, however, that the acts of the 
defendants constituted conspiracy. 

‘We expect to show,” District Attor- 
ney Wood said, “that Dr. Buenz em- 
ployed a man named Kulenkampf to 
clear two vessels in a hurry from Phi!- 
adelphia at the very opening of the 
war, telling him that this was desir- 
able because the Hamburg-American 
Line should not appear in the transac- 
tion. 

“Sixteen or 17 ships were used,”’ Wood 
continued, “‘by defendants to carry coal, 
water, Wine, sauerkraut and other need- 
supplies to the Leipzig, Dresden. 
Cap Trafalgar, giba, Santa Lucia, Elea- 
nor Woerger and other German men- 
of-war. 

The first witness was Richard PD. 
Wrigley, a steamship broker of this 
city, who testified that he chartered on 
Aug. 3, 1914, to the Hamburg-American 
Line the American steamers Lorenzo 
and Berwind, the first two vessels which 
sailed for the German Atlantic fleet. 

It became known today that an 
important Government witness was in 
Bermuda. After the jury had been se- 
lected, Attorney Rand said that the

Robert P. Hecker, 25 years old, of 2943 
Eads avenue, was held on a charge of 
criminal carelessness this morning by a 
Coroner’s jury at the inquest into the 
death of Walter H. Askew, 22, of Aber-

deen, S. D., a Roll a School of Mines 
football player, who was killed Saturday 
night, when he was thrown from an 
automobile driven by Hecker at 


Thirteenth and Benton streets. The 
verdict was returned after a city dis- 
pensary physician testified that Hecker 
was intoxicated when he reached the 
dispensary after the accident. 

After hearing much of ‘the evidence 
yesterday the Coroner left the verdict 
open to obtain the testimony today of 
Dr. W. H. Clithero, the dispensary phy- 
Sicilian. Dr. Clithero testified that Heck- 
er was suffering from alcoholism. He 
said that Hecker did not need assist- 
ance in walking, but that when he 
walked slowly he staggered. 

A physician at the North End Dis- 
pensary, where Hecker was taken aft- 
er the accident, told the police he was 
not intoxicated. A Police Lieutenant, 
not satisfied with this statement, took 
Hecker to the Central Dispensary, 
where he was examined by Dr. Clith- 
ero. 

Policemen yesterday testified that 
Hecker was racing his car in an at- 
tempt to pass another machine. 

George H, Kublin of 4280A Holly ave- 
nue, who was in the machine’ with 
Hecker and Askey, said they had had 
two drinks of liquor. He said that 
Hecker in attempting to avoid striking 
& man crossing the street, swerved his 
car too wide and that it struck the 
curbing. Askew was thrown out. Heck- 
er, on advice of his attorney, did not 
testify. The verdict returned was: 

“On Thirteenth street, just north of 
North Market street, Walter H. Askew 
died from a fracture of the skull due to 
being thrown from an automobile driv- 
en by Robert P. He r, which collid- 
ed with the curbstone near Thirteenth 
and Benton streets, while said machine 
was being operated at an excessive rate 
of speed. Criminal carelessness.’’ 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Fitzgerald 
said he would examine the evidence 
taken and that he expected to issue an 
information charging Hecker with fourth 
degree manslaughter.

When she first told of having 
swallowed the knife, physicians said her 
story was a figment of the imagina- 
tion, but yesterday she prevailed upon 
them to make an X-ray examination 
and the resulting photographs vindi- 
cated her. Several dozen doctors and 
medical students watched the opera-

SHAKER, MAN SAYS 


‘Clerk in Daues’ Office Gets 
Fingers Burned on Street Car 
and Is Arrested.

Grand and Finney avenues this morning 
on the charge of disturbing the peace, 
following an altercation with the con- 


ductor, whose name was not obtained 
by the police. 

At the Dayton Street Police Station. 
where he was released on his own bond, 
Newton said that he had boarded the 
car at Newstead avenue behind two 
other men. He had one foot on the foot- 
board, he said, when the conductor gave 
the signal to start, and the car began 
moving. He said he would have fallen 
had not the other two men pulled him 
into the car. 

He said he had a quarrel with the con- 
ductor about starting the car so quickly, 
and that the conductor then went to 
the front of the car and returned with 
the iron shaker used to shake down 
ashes in the stove. 

He said the conductor, holding the 
shaker aloft, said: ‘“‘Now start some- 
thing,’’ and struck at him. He grabBed 
the shaker, he said, and almost imme- 
diately was arrested by a private watch- 
man.

Following a suit filed filed in. the Sub- 
urban Garden bankruptcy case, it was 
revealed today that Charles D. West, 
upon becoming the trustee in bank- 
tuptcy, expected to find a considerable 
sum of money in the amusement com- 
pany’s big safe at the garden.

SALONIKI, Greece, Nov. 23.—The res- 
ignation of Premier Skouloudis of 
Greece, according to reports In circu- 
lation here, is expected momentarily, on 
account of difficulties between Greece 
and Great Britain. 


BERLIN, Nov. 23, by wireless to Say- 
villa—Notable progress for the Ger- 
mans in the region southeast of Prish- 
tina, with the capture of 8000 Servians, 
44 cannon and 22 machine guns, was an- 
nounced by German army headquarters 
today. The Teutonic troops have taken 
1500 additional Servian prisoners and 
captured six cannon elsewhere. Prish- 
tina is in Servia, about 50 miles from the 
Albanian line. 

Northeast of Prishtina and north of 
Mitrovitza the Austro-Germap forces are 
advancing, throwing back the Servians, 
who are resisting in rear-guard actions. 


Slight. Success Over Bulgarians in 
Central Servia Reported. 
PARIS, Nov. 23.—A silght success over 
Bulgarians by the Servians in a battle 
in Central Servia is announced in an 
official communication given out at the 
Servian legation here today. Five Bul- 

garian cannon were captured. 

The communication, which gives par- 
tial confirmation of recent reports that 
the Servians had assumed the offensive, 
follows: “Battles occurred recently on 
the old Servo-Turkish frontier. The 
most important encounters were fought 
to the west of Velika Plana and Mount 
Zetovatz. We inflicted a defeat on the 
enemy at the latter point, capturing five 
mountain cannon.” 


Velika Plana is 2% miles west of Nish 
and 35 miles northwest of Leskovats, in 
the region of which a Servian victory 
has been reported unofficially. 


London Assumes Greece Has Guaran- 
teed Allies’ Safety in Retreat. 
LONDON, Nov. 23.—The Foreign Of- 

fice states no Greek ships are being 

seized or held up in the ports of the 

United Kingdom and that no’ blockade 

of Greek ports has been instituted or 

is in force. 

No amplification of the Foreign Office 

statement is obtainable in official quar- 

ters The universal deduction is that 
the Greek Government has satisfied the 

British demands submitted by Earl 

Kitchener, Secretary for War, who was 

in Athens last week. 

It is assumed Greece has furnished 

guarantees of the safety of the Anglo- 

French expeditionary force in the event 

of its retreat. 

It is believed the announcements from 

Athens concerning a commercial block- 

ade of Greece were premature in that 

they presented the provisional inten- 
sions of the entente allies as accom- 
plished facts. 

Recent dispatches from the near East 

have stated that the British Government 

had inaugurated a “‘peaceful blockade” 
cf Greece. A message on Sunday from 

Athens gave what was represented as 

the text of an official announcement 

from the British Legation there, sayin¢ 
the allied Powers “have deemed it nec- 
essary to take certain measures which 
will have the effect of suspending the 
economic and commercial facilities which 

Greece has received from them hereto- 

fore.”’

mark whereat they are aiming. The 
famous French three-inch guns, firing 
almost with the rapidity of machine 
guns, inflict extraordinary havoc on 
the Bulgarians. 
French aviators are enjoying the op- 
portunity presented by the lack of Bul- 
garian aircraft guns, of flying low over 
the positions of their opponents and 
actually photographing them with sucl 
detail as to reveal the numbers and lo- 
cations of the hostile forces. 


BAYONET FIGHT 
ALONG ISONZO

TRIESTE, Austria, Nov. 18 (by courier 
to Vienna, via Amsterdam, Nov. 21).— 
Trieste, the principal irridentist city in 
Austria, regarding which so many sto- 
ries Of riots, and alleged pro-Italian 
upheavals have been published, is*quiet. 
For the first time, I think, since italy 
declared war against Austria, a Sereign) 
correspondent has been permitted io 
visit Austria’s chief seaport. | 

When I returned to Gen. Borevoc’s 
headquarters last night after my visit 
to his lines at Gorizia and on the Dob- 
erdo Plateau, I expressed to the Com- 
mander in Chief the wish to continue 
down his front to Trieste. 

“There is certainly not the slightest 
objection,’’ the commanding (‘(ieneral re- 
plied, and, turning to a statr officer, 
continued: ‘‘Give him an open order.’”’ 
Then I received the much-covcted form 
of the Austrian-Hungarian military. pass 
known as the “open order,’ which in- 
structs all military and civil autlori- 
ties to let the holder pass unhindered 
and render him any necessary assist- 
ance, . 
Accompanied by Marquis |\Pallavicini, 
the Hungarian parliamentary leader. 
who, some time ago, had sword duel 
with Count Stephen Tisza, Premier of 
Hungary, and who was Count Szeche- 
nyi’s best man in New York at his 
wedding to Miss Gladys Vanderbilt, we 
motored to Trieste. The young Mar- 
quis, who is one of Count Tisza’s chief 
political opponents, is on the staff of 
Gen. Boroevic. 

Rain Turns to Snow, 
Tt was raining in torrents when we 
left Gorizia yesterday. DPuring the night 
a heavy snow fell to the east and «n 
the south edge of the Decberdo P’latea. 
Snow plows were at work clearing the 
roads to the front when we started out 
this morning. But after a ride cf tess. 
than two hours we came to the suddan 
end of the snow line, when We reached 
the heights rising abruptly behind the 
city and looked down upon Trieste, shim- 
mering in the sunshine, 1300 feet be- 
low. 
Trieste presented a picture holding but 
comparatively little business life or 
activity, such as I imagine it woulda on 
Sundays in normal times; The city is 
quiet and dull. The one-time busy har- 
bor and animated sea front are dead. 
I paid my respects to Baron Friese 
Skene, Viceroy for the Trieste, Goeritz 
and Grandisca districts, who told me 
that of Trieste’s 250,000 population, about 
140,000 still remained in the city. ‘the 
Baron denied the reports of riots and 
famine, of disorders and disloyalty. 
Trieste was the residence of about 50,000 
Italians before the beginning of ‘ti:e 
war, of whom, I am informed, 40,000 re- 
urned to Italy before war became iin- 
minent, or have since been removed from 
here. 
The city holds many palatial homes 
of wealthy Italian subjects. I have 
been here too brief a time to form any 
independent personel opinion or judg- 
ment of the state of feeling here. A 
large number of the business places 
are closed, but there are many shops 
still open. I have seen no signs of dis- 
order except where the building of the 
chief irridentist newspaper was mobbed 
and burned at the outbreak of the war 
I am told that among the pro-Italian 
element which had been led to believe 
that the Italians would be in possession 
of Trieste within a few days after the 
outbreak of hostilities and did not 
doubt it, there lately have been several 
large street demonstrations of loyalty 
The chief excitement here comes from 
the frequent visits of the Italian avia- 
tors. Trieste is only about 55 miles 
from Venice and both are constantly 
engaged in the game of aerial tag be- 
tween the hydroplanes of the two 
navies, in which game the rule appears 
to be, “if you throw bombs at me I'll 
throw bombs at you.” 

At night Trieste is a miniature copy 
of darkened London, because of the 
danger from air attacks from Venice. 
So far as I am able to judge from the 


ROME, Nov. \23/—Desperate fighting,

The ene- 
my made a determined counter offense 
with the object of recapturing lost posi- 
tions. His counter attacks were preced- 
ed and accompanied by a hurricane of 
fire from numerous batteries, but the 
most violent was on the hetghts north- 
west of Oslavia. | 

“Several times the enemy broke our 
line and penetrated positions conquered 
by us, but always was thrown back 
after a desperate melee. Our brave 
troops, especially those of the Fourth 
Division, did not yield an inch of their 
positions, which were covered with 
blood, and several times they hurled 
‘themselves upon the enemy with the 
bayonet, inflicting heavy losses and 
taking 89 prisoners, several of whom 
were officers. 

“On the Carso Plateau our troops, aft- 
er repulsing four counter attacks during 
the night, resumed the offensive every- 
where at dawn. Fresh progress was 
made between the summits of Monte 
San Michele.

ON THE ISONZO FRONT, Nov. 18.

A here also noted on other fronts 
is that the wounded in the 
field always cry for their mosehers. 
Officers who have fought on the 
Western front say that the wound- 
ed who lay in the woods of Argonne 
and elsewhere on this front made 
the battlefield resound all night 
long with their cries for ‘‘Mother!”’

Con- 
sidering the probable numerical 
strength of Gen. “‘adorna’S armies 
against the Jsonzo lines, as compared 
with the <Austrian-Hungarian _forces, 
and the undoubtedly great superiority 
of the Italian artillery, Gen. Boroevic is 
repeating his Carpathian stand. His 
men have fought ana are.still fighting 
like lions, especially a* San Michele, 
and the impression appears to be that 
within the last few days Gen. Cadorna 
has developed the maximum of his 
strength; that his oldest and best offi- 
cers have fallen. 
There has been a marked increase late- 
ly in the number of Italian aviators. 
They use French machines, and their 
work is characterized as dashing ‘and 
daring. 
Some prisoners say they have been told 
they were in front of Laibach. One 
of them, who was taken through Go 
rizia would not believe that it was Go- 
rizia, saying: ‘“‘We took Gorizia weeks 
ago.”’” He asked permission to go into 
vne of the-shops, the Italian name of 
which convinced him that he would get 
the right information there. He re- 
turned convinced. The prisoners had 
never heard of D’Annunzio. 

A Swiss Captain, who was there as a 
military observer at the same time I 
Was asked: “‘What do you think of 
D’Annunzio?” He asked the question 
of an Italian, speaking his language. 

“Who's that?" was the reply.

Davids, the radical Peer of recent 
creation, who made a sensational 
speech in the House of Lords last 
week, repeating openly the long ru- 
mored charges that women were con- 
stantly entertained at British head- 
quarters in France and that the staff 
officers were more occupie’ playing 
bridge than in attending to their 
military duties, has been answered. 
The reply has come in the shape of 
an avalanche of denials and protests 
couched in language which apparent- 
ly will compel St, Davids either to 
substantiate his accusations or with- 
draw them and apologize. 
Maj. Morton Griffiths, who has 
been 12 months at the front, says: 
“The nature of my job at the front 
has taken me to every division and 
corps at headquarters and to general 
headquarters at all hours of the day 
and night in all places along the line, 
and I say without hesitation that, 
putting aside any moral grounds, it 
is an impossibility for anything in 
the nature suggested by St. Davids to 
take place. 
“As a public man and a member of 
the House of Commons, well-knowing 
this is a base and scandalous attack, 
I unhesitatingly say that his state- 
ment as to bridge playing at late 
hours and visits of women is untrue 
and that if he passed on such accu- 
sations without the most serious de- 
tailed evidence it is the act of a cow- 
ard and traitor to his country.” 
Col. Arthur Lee, who also has been 
for months at the front, yesterday 
denied St. Davids’ statements with 
equal yormth, and expressed the 
opinion that if St. Davids is too re- 
cently ennobled to understand the 
meaning of the motto, ‘“noblesse 
oblige,” “he might at least have re- 
frained from slandering absent sol- 
Ldiers faithfully serving their coun- 
try in the field, and who, while pro- 
tecting him and his kind from any 
risk to their skins, are unable to de- 
fend themselves against. stay-at- 
home snipers who, from the well- 
padded security of a seat in Parlia- 
ment, assail men whose boots they 
are unworthy to black.” 
Among the other defenders of the 
staff against St. Davids’ charges is 
Pref. J. H. Morgan, who was attached 
to the staff for some months. He 
says the normal working hours of 
the staff from commander-in-chief to 
subalterns,, are from 8 or 9 in the 
morning to midnight every day .of 
the week. Their only exercise is half 
an hour on horseback before break- 
fast. They rarely get leave and still 
more rarely ask for it.

V/ OU are threatening a war of 

extermination if your pro- 
posals are rejected, We are 
not afraid.

“Your people are beginning to feel 
that, despite appearances, we have 
this decisive superiority over you, 
that we can endure indefinitely. We 
shall continue until we break your re- 
sistance, because something within us 
tells us we shall get you in the end.”’

Will Aid Allies in Their Retreat. 


Regarding the attitude of Greece in 
case the allies should be forced over the 
frontier, Rhallis said: “Certainly no 
attempt will be made to disarm them. 
They can dig trenches and defend them- 
selves if they must. We will even go to 
the extent of, establishing a cordon to 
safeguard their retreat.” 

The correspondent says he believes 
the attitude of Rhallis reflects that of 
a majority of the Greek people. 

“From the most ragged boatmen to 
the King himself,”’ the correspondent re- 
marks, “the whole of the Greek people 
get up in the morning with the prayer 
on their lips: ‘Let there be no war to- 
day.’ ”’ 

The correspondent discusses the atti- 
tude of the Greek King, who he declares 
is not pro-German, although decidedly 
under the Influence of the Queen. 

“The King does not love Ger- 
many,” says the correspondent. “He 
offered to join the allies last April, 
on condition that the Dardanelles 
project be abandoned and an advance 
be made through Thrace. Since that 
date the King has gained implicit 
belief in German prowess. 

Thinks Germany Cannot Be Benten. 

‘He said a few days ago: “They can- 
not beat Germany. They will never 
conquer her, They tell me that I am 
between the devil and the deep sea, 
and that I may as well throw in my 
lot with the allies, whose pressure can 
be immediate. But France and En- 
gland, whatever happens, will never be 
severe with my country, while Germany 
would be implacable. It is my duty to 
save my country from the ‘horrors of 
Belgium.” 

Discussing Monastir, Rhallis told the 
correspondent that the Germans, ac- 
cording to his information, would oc- 


cupy Monastir rather than the Bulga- 
rians, and that the Germans would pre- 
sent themselves first at the Greek fron- 
tier, for obvious reasons. 

“The entente Powers need to take 
strong measures to cope with the moral 
effect of the loss of Monastir,’’ the cor- 
respondent adds. 

“The future action of Greece will be 
decided by the Power which brings the 
strongest continuous pressure to bear. 
The Greek King is not as much afraid 
of the guns of the fleet as of its block- 
ading power. Greece has only a food 
supply for a fortnight. It lives with 
famine in sight. 

“The chief card of the Germans is the 
presence of submarines in the Mediter- 
ranean. The British, however, are zeal- 
ously hunting them, and three have 
been sunk, leaving probably eight still 


at large.”

association, said today it was absolute- 
ly necessary for these wealthy men to 
make liberal subscriptions to the fund 
if it was to be completed. An appeal 
has been made to them to subscribe 
for the credit of their city. 

The railroad interests also have not 
made any subscription. It was expect- 
ed that the 26 railroads doing business 
in St. Louis would subscribe at least 
$20,000, in view of the fact that four 
railroads in Baltimore subscribed $2,- 
000 of the $100,000 fund to get the Dem- 
ocratic national convention of 1912. 

To Publish List Saturday. 

It was decided by the association yes- 
terday to publish the names of the sub- 
scribers to the fund Saturday. The 
committee did not wish to make publi- 
cation until all of the soliciting com- 
mittees had reported, and all individ- 
uals had been given an opportunity to 
subscribe. 

Believing that the $200,000 fund will

To allow its competitor to 
electricity to residences at a 
mum net rate of § cents per kilo- 
watt hour would amount to ‘ruin- 
ous competition,” it was alleged by 
officials of the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., in an appeal today 
to the State Public Service Commis- 
sion to prevent the establishment of 
the low rate schedule (filed last 
Thursday by the Light and Develop- 
ment Co. of St. Louis. 

Union Electric counsel set forth 
in a petition that its rival should 
be compelled to obtain a “certificate 
of necessity’ before stringing its 
wires on Minerva avenue, under au- 
thority of a city permit issued yes- 
terday after Union Electric officials 
vainly tried to block it at the city 
hall. 

The petition filed at Jeffersan City 
asked the commission to suspend the 
rate for an indefinite period while 
it investigated the properties of the 
Light and Development Co. to de- 
termine if the 6-cent maximum was 
a “scientific rate.” The Union sched- 
ule for lighting current ranges from 
a net maximum of 9% cents primary 
rate to a maximum of about 6 cents 
per kilowatt hour as a secondary 
rate.

If the supply of Thanksgiving 
turkeys runs short we can fall back 
on chickens, of which 1800 have been 
placed on exhibition at the Coliseum. 
They come high, all the way up to 
$1000 apiece, but what’s $1000 when 
one knows he is getting the last word 
in class, style, and points. The birds 
are assembled for the annual St. 
Louis poultry and pigeon show. 

The bird that is tagged at $1000 is 
single-comb Rhode Island red 
cockerel, just a- nice size for a fam- 
ily of four. And it’s a case of take 
it or leave it at $1000. The owner 
would not look at $999. To tell the 
truth he would a little rather have 
the bird than the $1000. And only a 
single comb, mind you, but nobody 
cares for the comb. White meat is 
better. 

There are cheaper ones, of course. 
One man has a coopful of white or- 
pingtons, eight of them, which he 
will sell for $1000. This is a fine bar- 
gain for a boarding house. The 
owner is independent, or he would not 
have a coop of chickens worth $1000 
and he will not separate them. It is 
a case of taking all or none of them. 

And here is a chance for specula- 
tors. The whole show, chickens, pig- 
eons and a few plain and fancy ducks 
could be bought for something like 
$30,000 and at retail the 1800 chickens 
and 1700 pigeons ought to bring a 
great deal more than that If we had 
enough millionaires who could afford 
to buy one or two.

MAN BURIED AS HE 
BEGGED FOR Ltt, 


WIDOW DECLARES 


Body of Lugi Matroni Recov- 
ered; Accused Son-in-Law Said 
to Have Confessed. 


BATAVIA, N. Y., Nov. 23.—County au- 
thorities today are investigating the 
story that Luigi Matroni was buried 
alive in the cellar of his home near 
Corfu, in May, 1914, his body being 
trampled into a newly made grave while 
he still begged for mercy. The story 


was told by his widow to District Attor- 
ney Coon here yesterday. Antonio Bo- 
liva, the alleged murderer, pointed out 
the“spot where the crime occurred and 
a body was found which Mrs. Matroni 
identified as that of her husband. Bo- 
liva hag confessed, the District Attorney 
said. 

Boliva, who is Mrs. Matroni’s son-in- 
law, is serving a six months’ term in 
the Monroe County penitentiary for a 
stabbing affray. Mrs. Matrino came here 
from Syracuse to tell the story of the 
murder, which she declared had been 
witnessed by-her and her young son, 
Charles. Her long silence, she said, 
was due to fear of Boliva.. When she 
learned he was in prison, she felt safe 
to tell her story. 

Mrs. Matroni said that her husband 
was felled by a blow from a pickax 
handle wielded by Boliva. He was 
knocked unconscious, but revived before 
the grave had been dug in the cellar. 
He pleaded with Boliva for mercy just 
before he was thrown into the pit and 
trampled under the ground, she declared 

After hearing the woman's story, Dis- 
trict Attorney Coon and Sheriff Edger- 
ton took Boliva to the farm where the 
Matronis formerly lived. Boliva at first 
denied knowledge of the murder, but 
later, District Attorney Coon said, he 
confessed and told the men where to 
dig. They found the body under nine 
feet of earth, the house having been 
torn down and the cellar fille@in after 
the Matronis moved away. 

Boliva killed Matroni, he told the Dis 
trict Attorney, because, after his mar- 
riage to Matroni’s stepdaughter, she told 
him that Matroni had attacked hér the 
day before their wedding.

DONT “BOX” YOUR

Even a Light Blow May Impair 
the Hearing, He Says in 
Lecture. 


That parents were neglectful of dis- 
ease symptoms in children’s ears, noses 
and throats, and that such neglect was 
&® most potent cause of chronic inflam- 
mations and, in some cases, deafness, 
was pointed out by Dr. John Shapleigh 
of the Washington University Medical 


School faculty in a lecture yesterday 
afternoon at the St. Louis Children’s 


and Throat.” 

“How often,”’ Dr. Shapleigh said, “‘do 
we hear an earache called ‘only an ear- 
ache,’ when it may be a symptem of a 
disease that, if unchecked, may result 
in total or partial deafness? Often, the 
only treatment accorded an excreting 
fear is a perfunctory cleansing.’”’ The 
doctor advocated a thorough, prompt 
examination of the ear, nose and throat, 
immediately upon suspicion of the pres- 
ence of disease. 

Most ear, nose and throat diseases 
respond readily to treatment and the 
lecturer pointed out that if parents 
would heed warning symptoms serious 
complications might be avoided. 

Adenoids and Enlarged Tonsils, 

Adenoids and enlarged tonsils inter- 
fered not only with respiration, but also 
with normal oxidation of the tissues and 
the process of disposing of bogily waste 
products. The result was, the doctor 
said, that the bodily resistance was low- 
ered and susceptibility to disease in- 
creased. Obstructions in the nose and 
throat had, in some cases, caused de- 
formities of the chest, he said. School 
children who weré ‘‘mouth-breathers’’ 
were often found to have such obstruc- 
tion. 4 

Deafness was a detriment to the effi- 
ciency of the community, Dr. Shapleigh 
Said, on account of its incompatability 
with the education of the “individual. 
Deafness was brought on by excessive 
use of alcohol and tobacco, or frequent 
overdoses of quinine. Continual and re- 
peated noises of sufficient intensity 
caused ‘“‘boilermakers’ deafness.’’ Cere- 
bro-spinal meningitis and mumps not 
infrequently caused deafness, he said. 

Don’t “Box” Their Ears. 

Dr. Shapleigh condemned the practice 
of parents who in punishing children 
“boxed’’ their ears. This was injurious 
to the ear, he explained, and even a 
light blow, if rightly placed might in- 
jure the drumhead. Explosions, falls 
on the side of the head, exposure of 
the ear to cold air, and repeated appli- 
cations of cold water were also injuri- 
ous to the organ. 

Among the most potent causes of ear, 
nose and throat diseases, Dr. Shapleigh 
classed unsanitary surroundings, tuber- 
culosis and influenza. Among the per- 
s0nal causes were insufficient clothing, 
and unhygienic modes of living. The 
remedy, Dr. Shapleigh said, was to be 
found in education. 

Chronic catarrhal infection of the 
nose and throat was dangerous and of- 
ten led to influenza, scarlet fever and 
tuberculosis. Violent biowing of the 
nose was inadvisable, tne lecturer said, 
as air or infected mucus thus forced 
into the “middle ear,’’ might prove a 
source of inflammation.

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OPPOSITION HAS NO 


ALTERNATIVE PLAN 
FOR FRISCO ROAD 


Judge Sale, Only Public Ob- 
jector, Represents but 
Own Holdings. 


The plan for: reorganization of the 


Public Service Commission by repre- 
sentatives of bondholders has met with 
the opposition of several groups of 
stockholders, and the holders of Cape 
Girardeau Northern Railroad bonds, al- 
though no alternative plan has been, 
submitted by the objectors. 

The only opposition to the whole plan 
which publicly has appeared has been 
represented by former Judge Moses WN. 
Sale of St. Louis. Sale stated to the 
commission that he represented him- 
self and that he held 1300 shares of 
Frisco stock. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Sale de- 
nied a report that he represented B. F. 
Yoakum, who is known to oppose the 
reorganization. plan. because under its 
provisions he is denied direct interest 
in the management of the property. 

Sam Lazarus, who is a heavy stock- 
holder in the Frisco, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that Sale did - not: represent: 
him. He said that he might decide to 
place his Frisco interests in Sale’s 
hands, but that his study of the plan 
had not been sufficiently extensive to 
enable him. te- determine : what: course: 
to follow. 


Cape Girardeau Northern Attitude. 

John D. Johnson, representing the 
holders of more than $1,000,000 of Cape 
Girardeau Northern bonds, said that he 
was not opposing the plan as a whole 
at this time, but that he would do all in 
his power to induce the commission not 
to approve it unless it was so amended 
as to make provision for the payment 
uf the bonds he represented. 

The Cape Girardeau Northern was 
purchased by the Frisco, which guaran- 
teed its bonds. When receivers took 
charge of the Frisco in 1913 they re- 
pudiated the purchase and refused to 
accept liability for the bonds. Johnson 
has a suit pending in which he seeks 
to have the question of such liability 


|| judicially determined. 


The interest of the stockholders of the 
Frisco in the plan is in the possible 
benefits they may derive from a reor- 
ganization in which they may obtain 
stock and a privilege to purchase bonds. 

The sale of the railroad under the re- 
funding mortgage and the general lien 
mortgage, aggregating $137,841,000, is con- 
templated by the reorganization plan. 
The new company to be organized is ex- 
pected to buy in the property. 


Effect of Foreclosure Sale. 

The total indebtedness of the Frisco, 
exclusive of current claims, is $252,- 
076,886. Although the plan states that 
the valuation of the property, on a 
basis of reproduction cost, is $319,276,000. 
it is not represented that it would bring 
anything like that amount at a fore- 
closure sale. Persons familiar with rail- 
road properties say that at a sale it 
would bring much less than the indebt- 
edness. Such a sale, unless a reorgani- 
zation plan\should be agreed upon, would 
mean a tot&l loss to the stockholders. 

The reorggnization contemplates the 
refinancing ‘of the company in such 
manner that the stockholders will re- 
ceive stock in a new company, which 
will own all the property of the old 
company, and in addition the stock- 
holders will be afforded an opportun- 
ity to buy bonds ip, the new com- 
pany. 

A stockholder may refuse to ac- 
cept the reorganization plan, but if 
he does refuse, he will have nothing

GUSTIN. DENIES 
GIVING $48,000 
NOTE TO BECKER 


St. Clair County Official Says 
He Once Sent Blank Paper for 
Debt of About $500, 


R. V. Gustin, assistant State’s At- 
torney of St. Clair County, IIL, this 
morning paid $2400 to John C. Tobin 
as receiver of the brokerage firm of 
Payne & Becker and was. released 
from an attachment which had been 
secured against his property in con- 


against him yesterday by Tobin. The 
$2400 was accepted in settlement of a 
transaction between Gustin and Payne 
& Becker involving about $5000. 

The remainder of the $653,000 suit 
is based, according to Tobin, upon a 
note dated Dec. 22, 1914, for $48,000 
given by Gustin to B. A.-Becker and 
due in six months. This note was 
found among the assets of the brok- 
erage firm. 

Gustin told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
this morning that he was amazed at 
the appearance of this note. He said 
that about a year ago he owed Becker 
several sums personally loaned, and 
sent him a signed but blank note, tell- 


jing him to fill it out for what he owed. 


“I did not owe Becker more than 
$500,"" said Gustin, “and I had supposed 
that, if he did make out a note, it 
would be for a smaller sum. At any 
rate, I know nothing of this note, and 
settled my indebtedness to Becker long 
ago. I shall fight the suit on this note, 
upon the ground that it was given with- 


not know such a note existed.’”’

NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—Percy 
Haughton, the Harvard football 
coach, whose contract expires next 
year, will not coach the crimson 
eleven next year, and his place will 
be taken by Charles Daly, Harvard's

cording to information obtained here 
this morning. This information was 
given credence at New Haven by the 
Yale football coaches, who learned 
it from the same source as did the 
Post-Dispatch. 

“Haughton intends to retire ‘in a 
blaze of glory,’” declared the Post- 
Dispatch informant. “His outside 
business interests are making more 
insistent demands on his time, and 
he feels that now is the time to re- 
tire and ‘rest on his laurels.’ He 
will recommend Charlie Daly as his 
successor.’ 

The report of Haughton’s contem- 
plated retirement igs made to appear 
all the stronger by the Harvard 
Crimson, which editorially praises 
Haughton. but expresses the fear 
that he will not renew his contract 
to coach the Harvard team.
